Being  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Annual  General 
Court  of  the  Foundling  Hofpital,  of  12th  of  May, 
1790,  for  infpe&iing  and  regulating  the  Accounts ,  and 
for  enquiring  into  the  Income  and  Expenditure  of  the 
Hofpital  from  the  Time  of  the  loft  Parliamentary 
Grant ,  in  the  Tear  1771. 

BEING  appointed  a  Committee  by  the  lad  Ge¬ 
neral  Court,  to  infpedt  and  regulate  the  Ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Hofpital,  and  to  enquire  into  its  In¬ 
come  and  Expenditure,  fince  the  lad  Parliamentary 
Grant  in  the  Year  17715  We  began  our  Labours  by 
examining  the  Account,  or  General  State,  of  the  Re¬ 
ceipts  and  Payments  for  the  lad  Year,  viz,  from 
the  3 id  December ,  1788,  to  3 id  December ,  1789, 
which  we  found  to  correfpond  with  the  Books  and 
Touchers  from  which  it  is  formed,  except  in  a  few 
Indances  that  are  not  material  to  the  Refult  of  the 
Inquiry,  and  that  have  arifenonly  from  Midake. 

But  as  the  different  Articles  in  this  Account  are 
blended  together,  without  any  Order;  We  proceeded 
to  arrange  and  didinguidi  the  permanent  from  the 
contingent  Income,  and  to  feparate  both  from  ether 
occafional  Receipts  and  Payments,  which  make  no 
Part  either  of  the  annual  Income  or  Expenditure,

It  is  to  be  obferved  however,  that  although  the 
former  Part  of  this  Income  may  be  called  permanent 
in  Companion  of  the  latter;  yet  it  is  liable  to  fluc¬ 
tuate,  according  as  the  Benefactions  and  Legacies 
received  within  the  Year,  exceed  or  fall  Ihort  of  the 
Deficiency  of  the  annual  Income ;  for  if  the  Bene¬ 
factions  and  Legacies  received  within  the  Year, 
fhould  fallfhortof  fuch  Deficiency,  it  mull  be  made 
up  by  a  Sale  of  Part  of  the  Capital  of  the  Eftate, 
which  will  of  Courfe  reduce  it:  And  on  the  othef 
Hand,  if  the  Benefactions  and  Legacies  received 
fhould  exceed  fuch  Deficiency,  the  Surplus  will  be 
laid  out  in  the  Public  Funds,  and  will  of  Courfe  in- 
creafe  fuch  Capital,  and  by  that  Means  add  to  the 
annual  Income,

With  regard  to  the  general  Expences  of  the  Hof- 
pital  within  the  fame  Period,  amounting  to  the  Sum 
of  /, 6037  37 s.  6d.  We  cannot  help  remarking,' that 
notwithftanding  the  Number  of  Children  maintained 
by  the  Hofpital,  [ vide  Appendix  C.]  has  been  gra¬ 
dually  dimini fh in g,  from  the  Year  1786,  (when  the 
Number  was  603)  to  the  prefent  Time  (when  it  is 
450);  yet  the  Expences  have  not  dimmiffied  in  the 
Proportion  that  might  have  been  expected,  after 
making  an  Allowance  for  thofe  Parts  of  the  Efta- 
blifhment  that  are  not  affedted  by  the  Fluctuation  of 
the  Number  of  Children:  Thus  the  Expence  for  the 
laft  Three  Years  (when  the  Number  of  Children 
was  diminifhing  from  603  to  450,  their  prefent 
Number)  is,  on  an  average,  £.6  *  65  ;  whereas  the  ave¬ 
rage  Expence  for  the  Three  Years  preceding  1787, 
(when  the  averageNumber  of  Children  was  6 10)  was 
^f.6587  ;  and  the  Expences  of  the  laft  Year,  when  the 
average  Number  of  Children  was  only  480,  amount¬ 
ed  to  the  Sum  of  ^.6037  ijs.  6d. 

What  are  the  Caufes  of  this,  or  what  are  the 
particular  Articles  in  which  the  Expences  have  not 
proportionably  dim  ini  (lied,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
afcertain,  as  the  Articles  are  not  kept  under  different 
Heads,  but  are  ordered  to  be  paid  for  every  Week  as 
they  occur ;  we  have  however  made  fome  Progrefs 
in  this  Inveftigation,  and  hope,  after  fome  Time,  We 
fhall  be  able  to  point  out  fome  more  diftindl  Mode 
of  keeping  the  Accounts,  and  regulating  the  Ex¬ 
penditure,  both  of  which  feem  equally  to  require 
Alteration ;  but  we  cannot  help  now  obferving,  that 
the  Article  of  Clothing  and  Linen  for  the  Children, 
has  been  above  One  Hundred  Pounds  per  Annum 
more,  on  an  Average,  for  the  laft  Three  Years,  than 
for  the  Three  preceding, notwithftanding  the  Numbers 
of  Children  have  fo  confiderably  diminifficd.

We  proceeded  next  to  enquire  into  the  Income 
and  Expenditure  of  the  Hofpital,  from  the  lad  Par¬ 
liamentary  Grant  in  1771 ;  and  after  having  arranged 
the  annual  Accounts  from  that  Period  in  the  fame 
Manner  we  had  arranged  that  of  lad  Year,  We 
formed  an  Analyfis  of  the  Whole  under  different: 
Heads;  [vide  Appendix  D.  <  by  which  it  appears 
that  notwithstanding  the  Benefadlions  and  Legacies 
received  within  that  Period,  (as  appears  by  Columa 
7  of  that  Analyfis)  amounts  in  the  Whole  to  the 
Sum  of  ^35,8 25  8 s.  6d.  yet  upon  comparing  the 
Stock  and  other  Property  that  has  been  fold  (Co¬ 
lumn  8)  with  that  which  has  been  bought  (Column 
9),  there  is  a  Balance  againft  the  Hofpital,  in  the 
Sum  of  £,12,24.0  11  s.  2 d.  which  mud  have  been 
occafioned  folely,  by  the  general  Expences  of  the 
Hofpital,  within  that  Period,  having  exceeded  not 
only  the  annual  Income,  but  alfo  the  Amount  of  the 
Benefactions  and  Legacies  within  the  dime  Period  by 
that  Balance  ;  for  though  it  appears  (by  Column  10) 
that  theEdate  of  the  Hofpital  was  encreafed  in  par¬ 
ticular  Years,  by  the  Circumdance  of  the  Benefac¬ 
tions  and  Legacies  within  that  Year  having  exceeded 
the  Deficiency,  yet  it  appears  alfo  (from  comparing 
Columns  8  and  9  together)  that  this  Surplus  was 
foon  fold  out  again,  with  confiderable  Additions; 
fo  that  the  Balance  every  Year,  except  in  a  very  few 
Indances,  was  very  much  againd  the  Hofpital,  not- 
withdanding  the  Application  of  the  Benefadtions 
and  Legacies  received  within  the  Year,  to  the  Did* 
charge  of  the  current  Expences. 

It  is  true,  the  annual  Income  of  the  Edate  has  not 
been  diminifhed,  but,  on  the  contrary,  is  larger  at 
the  End  of  this  Period,  than  it  was  at  the  Com¬ 
mencement  of  it ;  but  that  is  owing  to  a  confider¬ 
able  Part  of  the  Edate  of  the  Hofpital,  particularly 
the  two  Eftates  at  Ackworth  and  Sbrcwjhury ,  (which 

yielded

yielded  no  annual  Produce)  having  been  fold,  vi N 
to  the  Amount  of  above  £.  18,000;  the  Surplus  of 
which,  not  applied  within  the  Year  to  defray  the 
current  Expences,  has  been  laid  out  in  the  Funds, 
and  has  of  Courfe  added  fomewhat  to  the  Income  of 
the  Hofpital  Eftate. 

We  find  that  fo  long  ago  as  13th  May,  177  2,  it 
was  referred  to  the  General  Committee,  to  examine 
into  the  Expences  of  the  Hofpital ;  but  that  inflead 
of  any  effectual  Steps  being  taken  to  reduce  them,  the 
Number  of  Children  was  increafed  till  the  Year 
1783  ;  when  the  Admiffion  was  altered  from  120  to 
60 per  Annum,  and  altered  again  in  1785,  from  60 
to  40,  and  in  1786  from  40  to  10 per  Annum ,  by 
which  Means  the  Number  of  Children  has  been  al¬ 
ready  much  lefTened,  and  will,  we  truft,  be  loon  re¬ 
duced  to  a  proper  and  moderate  Complement ;  but 
though  this  Redudtion  has  been  flow,  and  the  Work 
of  fome  Years,  it  is  too  apparent  that  the  Redudtion 
of  the  annual  Expenditure  has  not  kept  pace  with 
it,  and  that  it  will  be  fome  Time  Hill  before  the  Ex¬ 
pences  can  be  brought  within  reasonable  Rounds  1 
efpecially  as  the  General  Court  have  thought  it  ab- 
folutely  neceffary,  for  the  Health  and  Welfare  of  the 
Children  now  in  the  Hofpital,  that  fome  Alterations 
fhould  be  made  in  the  Diet  and  Linen  of  the  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  likewife  in  the  Management  of  the  Sick, 
which  will  undoubtedly  add,  for  the  prefent,  to  the 
Head  of  General  Expences.  It  appears  however  to 
your  Committee,  that  it  is  more  confident  with  the 
main  Obje6t  of  this  Charity,  and  with  the  general 
Purpofe  both  of  Humanity  and  Policy,  that  a 
fmaller  Number  of  Orphans  fhould  be  kept  well, 
than  that  a  larger  Number  fhould  be  kept  otherwifes 
and  we  are  of  Opinion,  that  the  Funds  of  this  Flof- 
pital  are  ftill  ample  to  do  great  Good,  and  to  an- 
fwer  the  principal  Purpofe  of  its  Inflitution,  if  it  is

confined  to  it,  namely,  <c  the  Maintaining  and  Edu~ 

eating  o  {  expojed  and  defer  ted  Foundlings  or,  in  the 
emphatical  Words  of  the  fird  Founder  of  this  Hof- 
pital,  <c  The  preventing  the  frequent  Murders  of 
cc  poor  miferable  Infants  at  their  Birth,  and  for  fup- 
gc  preffing  the  inhuman  Cuftom  of  expofmg  them  to 
u  periffi  in  the  Streets,55 

We  are  aware  it  has  been  obferved,  that  the 
permanent  Income  of  this  Hofpital  has  not  yet  fuf- 
fered  material  Diminution,  and  that  as,  through  the 
adventitious  Supplies  derived  from  Legacies  and 
Benefadlions,  its  annual  Expenditure  has  been  fup- 
ported  fo  many  Years,  there  is  Reafon  to  hope  that 
fimilar  Sources  may  be  relied  on  for  the  Future  $  and 
therefore  that  the  Average  of  the  Legacies  and  Be¬ 
il  efii  ft  ions  may  be  confidered  in  the  Light  of  an  an¬ 
nual  Fund,  out  of  which  the  Excefs  of  the  Expen¬ 
diture,  beyond  the  ordinary  or  permanent  Income, 
may  be  defrayed ;  but  we  conceive  that  a  Condudt, 
founded  on  this  Mode  of  reafoning,  is  neither  recon- 
cileable  to  the  Didtates  of  common  Prudence,  or  con¬ 
fident  with  the  intent  of  the  Founders  and  Benefac¬ 
tors  :  To  incur  a  certain  annual  Expence  on  an  un¬ 
certain,  or  cafual  Income,  would  be  deemed  the 
height  of  Folly  and  Improvidence  in  the  Manage¬ 
ment  of  a  private  Fortune ;  and  it  may  well  admit 
of  ferious  Confideration,  whether  it  can  be  judifl- 
able,  or  prudent,  in  the  Adminidration  of  the  Reve¬ 
nues  of  a  public  Charity,  the  Eftabli (lament  whereof 
was  not  defigned  to  be  temporary  but  perpetual ; 
befides,  when  the  Edablifhment  is  augmented  in  any. 
confiderable  Degree  by  the  Admiffion  of  a  larger 
Number  of  Children  than  the  regular  Income  will 
fupport,  it  is  not  only  felt  in  thofe  Years  in  which 
fuch  Admiffion  takes  place,  but  it  entails  a  Burden 
upon  the  Flofpital,  which  mud  ofNeceffity  be  borne 
for  many  fucceeding  Years,  though  the  Funds  which 

gave

gave  Rife  to  it,  fhould  be  entirely  exhaufted.  If 
the  current  Legacies  fhould  fail,  or  fhould  not  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  fame  Degree,  the  Pradice  tends  to  a 
total  Annihilation  of  the  Funds  for  the  Support  of  the 
Charity  *  on  the  other  Hand,  if  they  fhould  for¬ 
tunately  continue  the  fame  for  Twenty  Years  to 
come,  it  will  operate  as  an  effedual  Bar  to  their  In - 
freafe  :  Whereas  if  the  Expenditure  was  reduced  to, 
and  kept  nearly  upon  a  Level  with  the  ordinary  or 
permanent  Revenue,  the  Bulk  of  that  Revenue 
would  receive  a  gradual  and  progreffive  Augmenta¬ 
tion  from  thofe  cafual  Acceflions  of  Property,  and 
the  Benefit  of  the  Charity  would  ilill  be  as  widely 
diffufed  as  its  Founders  and  Benefadors  intended. 

If  this  Syftem.  had  been  adopted  at  the  Com¬ 
mencement  of  the  Period  to  which  our  Review  has 
extended,  the  permanent  Revenue  of  the  Hofpital 
would,  at  this  Day,  have  been  more  than  adequate 
to  the  prefent  Expenditure,  with  the  Profped  of 
further  Increafe  from  thofe  Sources  which  are  now 
depended  upon  for  anfwering  the  current  annual 
Expences. 

We  fubmit  however  this  important  Subjed  to  the 
Confideration  of  a  General  Court,  that  fome  Prin¬ 
ciple  may  be  adopted,  and  lome  Line  laid  down, 
for  the  Direction  of  the  prefent  and  all  future  Com¬ 
mittees  on  a  Subjed,  on  which  the  very  Exigence 
of  this  Inflitution  may  depend.
